NEW YORK, Feb., 3.—A special dis- 


patch to the Sun from Albany says 
that the feature of yesterday's work 
in the assembly was the passage of the 
bill to prevent the consolidation ol 
the telegraph companies. The major- 
ity by which this bill was passed was 
so overwhelming that one would nat- 
urally suppose that the assembly is 
practically unanimous against the 
monopoly corporations. There was 
m reality no opposition to the bill. 
Those who voted against it were ex- 
ceedingly careful to give "reasons" 
therefor, which were that the bill 
would form monopolies in tbetele- 
graoh business by preventing in the 
future the consolidation of connect- 
ing lines, which might thereby be'en- 
abled to compete with the lines of 
the monopoly. There does not appear 
to be any well founded reason why 
the bill should not have originally 
made thu exception, or why it should 
not have been amended In this 
respe<-t long before to-day. The argu- 
ment that it was too late to do this m 
the assembly was. howeVer, convinc- 
ing to-day. After some obstructive 
Uctics by Dr. Hayes, who thought the 
bill crude and defective, the bill was 
read tor the third time and passed by 
the following vote; Yeas, 101; nays' 
9. The bill will go to the senate to- 
morrow, and the anxious capitalists 
will undoubtedly have a hearing there 
That they are anxious to have one is 
not doubted. There has been great 
activity manifested since last evening- 
The news of yesterday's work in the 
assembly brought up the representa- 
tives of the Western Uniou and Amer- 
can Union here on the first train. 
The lobby was early astir this morn- 
ng. It looks like business, and of 
:ourse the obstructive methods will 
je applied in the senate. It may be 
wssible that the bill will get through 
be senate in timejfor the assembly to 
act on it before Saturday, but it is nut 
irobable.

It is said in favor of the proposition

In some 
cases, however, it is alleged that 
these lines do not pay those govern- 
ments ; that is, the expenses invoied 
exceed the receipts, and the deficien- 
cies have t» be taken out of .the 
pockets of the people by taxation. 


Whatever disadvantages may arise 


from the Western Union Telegraph 
Company monopoly can be overcame 
by competing lines established-by the 
people. The matter belongs to them: 
The new-born tendency of handing 
over our railroads, canals and tele- 
graph lines to the government shoula 
be opposed. For the people to:neglect 
thisduty and to hand over rights 
which belong to themselves to tasir 
rulers (sometimes called servants by 
mistake), is impolitic, and is not in 
accordance with that dictum which 
says, "Eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty."

Watches, by reason of their fragile 


construction and tlie variations1 to which 
they are liable, can, after all, only ob- 
tain a limited perfection in their ]>er- 
forinance; therefore, we must not k> «* 
touishedto find them subject to certain 
variations. These variations, whidi are 
easy to'correct, need not prejudice the 
quality of the watch, as willbe .proved 
by the following example:

At the end of the month 


one of these >yatches is a quarter of an 
hour too fast; the other is exactly right as 
to time.

Boston Bake^BaaM-Thii New 


lancl"CltjTi Favorite Dun.

Though: Boston ; has acquired . some 


fame1 tas a large 'consumer of this escu- 
lent, baked beans have been from time 
immemorial" a favorite dish throughout 
New England. 
The sturdy men and 


women of generations ago, braved dan- 
gers aud hardships iu planting an inde- 
pendent colony, added strength to their 
sinews and muscles by eating simple 
food, of which baked beans-were a much 
cherished ingredient, and of all ancient 
dishes none have stood better the test of 
time and the caprices of the appetites of 
the people. 
... 
But it is a little singular that, while 


New England is so large a consumer of 
baked beans, and New knglanders, more 
especially the residents, of Boston, have 
acquired the mystery of cooking them 
perfectly, the dish is not in much favor 
elsewhere, and that the knowledge of 
baking them properly is exceedingly 
limited. It maybe said that one Cir- 
cumstance is due to the other—that is, 
that where it is not known how to bake 
beans properly, .they are naturally not a 
popular article of-diet. 


Custom has prescribed either Saturday 


night or Sunday morning as the "cor- 
rect time" for eating baked beans, and 
the scene at the baker's then is the busi- 
est of the week. Among the hundreds 
of bakers in the city there are but few 
who do not "put to soak" on Friday 
nHitfrom one to five barrels of. beans, 
which, added to the number cooked in 
private dwellings, will give one a con- 
ception of how well deserving is Boston 
of her fame as a bean-consuming city. 


A well-informed gentleman estimates 


that the consumption'of beans in Boston 
is about two hundred barrels per week, 
or about ten thousand barrels per year. 
One reason why Boston baked beans are 
considered better than any others is that 
almost invariably they arc baked in 
brick ovens over night. 


Besides baking a quantity to sell, we 


bakers, for the nominal sum of five cenb 
per pot, receive and bake the beans that 
are prepared by their customers, thus 
adding materially to their own profit 
and the convenience of the public. 


It is a fact, certainly not universally 


known, that there is in Boston an estab- 
lishment devoted exclusively to the bak- 
ing of beans, entirely separate from a 
canning institution. It is the onlp es- 
tablishment of the kind in the world, 
probably, and it is exceedingly doubtful 
whether it could live anyi where else. 
At all events, attempts have been made 
to establish similar institutions else- 
where, and nothing but failure has been 
the result, and it is now plain enough 
that A bean-eating community is req- 
uisite to supports bean-baking estab- 
lishment. 
The bakery consumes from l.auu to 


3,809 pounds of beans per week, audits 
oven has the capacity to bake 4oO pots 
iu a single night.

The State of Indiana was first explor- 


ed by the French in 1702. 


The first Territorial Government was 


authorized in 1767, and the "Territory 
of Indiana" was established by act of 
Congress in May, 1800, and General 
William Henry Harrison was appointed 
Governor. 


In 1765 the population of the region 


now comprising the State was estimated 
at from 104 to 116 French families, at 
Vineemies, Ouiatanon and the head of 
the Maumee river—say a total of 520. 
In 1808 the whjte population in the 
same district numbered about 17,000 
The census of 1810 exhibited a popula- 
tion of 24,520, and there were in the 
Territory 33 grist mills, 14 saw mills 3 
horse mills, 18 tanneries, 28dr«tilleiie>, 
3 powder mills, l,2flfi looms, 1,3,~>0 spin- 
ning wheels; value of manufactures was 
$200,532, of which $150 worth only was 
by mill machinery. 


In 1810 the population eiiuiiu rated 


62,896, a sufficient number to entitle the 
Territory, according to a fundamental 
ordinance, to admission us u State in the 
Federal Union, and duiuig that year 
the State Government mis organized 
by the inauguration of Gou'riiur Jen- 
nings, November 7, 181C
